FROM YUCATAN.

News tol the 24th of November was yeste

day received here from Campeachy, brougl
by the Spanish brig Tonante, Capt. Barrer
The land and naval Mexican force made
mbined attack upon the heights surround
g Campeachy on the 24th of Novembe
and afier a desperate €iruggle, during whie
both parties displayed the greatest braver
the Yucalanese were driven from their stron
position. The Mexicans have thus secure
great advantages, but their adversaries aj
pear to be in no wise discouraged in cons
fuence.
The day preceding the capture of tl
heights of Campeachy there was a reguls
engagement between the Mexican fleet an
the €ix gun hoats of the Campeachanos, i
which the former were repulsed with co
giderable loss.

Desertions from the Mexican forces we
frequent, although every possible precauti
was laken to prevent them. Among the d
seriers are several sergeanis, corporals, a
other minor officers. Great (cisaffectiq
seerns 1o prevail in the Mexican ranks, b
the officers in command contihue to preve
an outbreak by a rigid system of discipline,

The Mexicans observe great vigilance
enforcing the blockade. Neverthaless,
learn that merchant vessels laden with gr
ceries and provisions conlinue to steal th
the cordon of armed vessels at night, &
deposit their cargoes within the ciry. Wh
this continues the Campeachanes cannot,
all events, be staryed into surrender.

If we may form an opinion, says the ¢
tor of the Bee, of the enthusissm and fideli
of the Yueatanese, in the cause of indepe
denece, from their voluntary contribuiion
we should cerlainly conclude that Mexi
stands but a poor chanee of subduing the
people. The papers are absolutely crowd
with notices of amounts of money and ste
of provisions given in aid of Campeachy
every citizen. ‘The people of Yucatan 2
poor and depressed by embarrassed cou
mesce and pecuniary distress, but they
not heaitate to part with a portion of th
litile all, to assist their comnpatriots in drivis
theinvaders from theirsoil. The troops se
from Merida to Campeachy were furnish
along the road with large quantitiés of flot
corn, bread, &e., the women in partieu
providing fortheir comforis with all possi
care.—[Pic.
